Our reim0m made it NECESSARY for us to 
TEMPORARILY reduce our stock to the lowest point in ten 
years; but knowing good nursery stock, as an expert judge of 
live stock knows good cattle and having an extended personal 
acquaintance with a dozen of the best Propagators in the middle 
west, we were fortunate in securing an excellent lot of stock, 
in addition to our remaining stock at Oregon, (to be removed 
this season) which enables us to supply our patrons as usual 
with strictly high grade stocks. 

Owing to the serious shortage of good nursery stock in the 
United States, (as a result of the world war,) it is very important 
that orders be placed as early as possible; otherwise we, (like all 
other nurserymen) will be obliged to return orders that come 
in too late, or fill such orders as far as possible, omitting such 
items as we are then sold out on. 

All honest nurserymen will rejoice when they again have 
large and complete stocks on hand, which can be sold at normal 
prices; but it will take two or three years yet to produce the 
young seedlings and propagating stocks in sufficient quantities 
to meet the requirements of a normal demand. 

It is much better and safer to place your order well in ad- 
vance and have the stock reserved. We often get orders in the 
Spring for some varieties on which we are then sold entirely 
out, and which we could have filled complete (by reserving the 
stock), if the order had been given us two or three weeks earlier. 
We never ship the stock until the proper season for planting 
it out. 

Our reputation for “true to name” stock is the best guar- 
anty of our reliability. Nevertheless we hold ourselves in readi- 
ness to replace free of charge, any tree, plant or other stock that 
may prove untrue to label, or defective, on proper proof; or re- 
fund the price paid us for any such items. This is the full ex- 


tent of our warranty, express or implied, and we shall in no event 
be liable for any sum greater than the original purchase price of 
any defective tree, plant, vine or other stock sold by us. 

WE SHIP BY EXPRESS AND PARCEL POST almost ex- 
clusively. Only the very largest shipments go by freight, and 
we make it an invariable rule to alwavs Pack All Shipments 
Well, so they will arrive in good condition. No charge for 
packing. Also, if remittance accompanies the order and same 
amounts to $10.00 or more WE PAY THE EXPRESS, (or 
freight if too heavy by express,) to your station anywhere with- 
in one hundred miles of Maryville, Missouri. 

WE PAY PARCEL POSTAGE to your mail box anywhere 
in the first or second zone, on Cash Orders of $5.00 or more for 
Grape Vines, Berry Plants and other small stock not too large 
for mailing. 

On all parcel post orders under $5.00 it will be necessary for 
puch-aser to add a sufficient amount to cover the postage. If 
you send too much we will return the remainder. 

On all orders for other stock, if less than $10.00 purchaser 
must pay the express on arrival. 

We prefer not to ship any stock C. O. D.
